Danger From Atomic Dust Studied
By State Legislature Committee

other particles may be carried
by the upper winds for many
miles, Eventually they drop to
earth as “fallout.”
Atomic Dust

“Atomic Dust” is a term
used to describe the particles
ir the air caused by the
crashes of aircraft, trains,
trucks, or other vehicles trans-
porting nuclear weapons. Since
some of these weapons contain
comparatively small amounts
of chemical explosives, some-
what resembling T, when
an accident occurs to the trans-
porting vehicle, the explosive
may detonate, that is, it may
“fire” or “go off,” because of
the impact of the collision or
from flames, causing the
atomic dust to scatter locally,
both by reason of the force of
the explosion and winds. Such
atomic dust is dangerous only
if taken internally by swallow-
ing or breathing.
Citizens not directly respon-
sible ' for law enforcement
should avoid all scenes of dis-
asters, especially one where
atomic dust is present. The
armed forces of the United
States and the U. S. Atomic
Energy Commission have peo-
ple especially trained to pro-
ceed to the scene of an atomic
accident and decontaminate
the area very efficiently.
In order to avoid accidents
to vehicles transporting atomic
materials, an educational pro-
gram is being conducted for
those involved. In addition, we
need both federal and state
laws on this subject, but laws
in themselves are worthless un-
less enforced, hence the sub-
committee on transportation of
nuclear fission products is pro-
ceeding cautiously in ordér
that we can recommend to the
Legislature enforceable laws
for the protection of both
transportation employes and
the general public,

Many people write to me
about objectionable radio and
television advertising, Some of
them suggest that we enact
State laws regulating what
can be said and done, but
others realize .that this is pri-
marily a field for federal legis-
lation and control and ask me
what they can do to get the
federal authorities to clean up
the programs.
I must tell those who want
the State to take control that
practically all radio and televis
sion programs are intevstate,
that is, the transmission goes
across the border of California,
hence the State of California
must relinquish regulation to
the United States.

However, if you do not want
new or amended federal laws,
but protest that the claims
made in advertising are false,
your remedy is to write a let-
ter to the Federal Trade Com-
mission, Washington, D, C., set-
ting forth in detail the name
of the program, the sponsor,
the day and hour you saw or
heard it, and the nature of
the false or misleading claims,
